Yesterday the excite- 
ment died ont and allis now quiet.

Sherwood, chief of 
Dominion police, arrived per special train on 
the night of the 15th bearing the death war- 
rant. Riel had prepared a four hours’ speech 
for delivery on the scaffold but was influenced 
hot tomake any remarks by Rev. Fathers 
Andre and MeWilliams. He died bravely. 
IL s body was buried in the Roman Cathohe 
church in Regina. The excitement created 
in Quebee by his execution has nearly sub- 
sided.

titioning the federal government for the ap- 
pointment of # resident stipendiary magis- 
trate to relieve them from the hated presence 
and authority of the mounted police officers 
and men whom they considered the myrin- 
doms ofa horrid tyranny. At last their 
prayers were answered by the appointment 
of Judge Travis and the country was saved. 
But alas for human hopes. The loyal citi- 
wena of Calgary have found that out of the 
frying pan is intothe fire. They have changed 
king log for king stork while thinking they 
were making the change the other way. In- 
stead of the advent of the stipendiary being 
license to convert Calgary into a miniature 
Donnybrook all hands have been brought up 
with a round turn. Not long ago two of the 
boys who had been indulging in the polite 
amusement of pounding a comrade nearly to 
death received a sentence of two years in 
jail. This was looked upon asa direct and 
unpardonable infringement of the rights 
guaranteed by the magna charta and great 
was the indignation expressed thereat. But 
whenon the 7th instant one of the town 
councillors was sentenced to six months im- 
prisonment for resisting the police while 
searching his saloon for whiskey the excite- 
ment reached a climax that®nly needed an- 
other Riel to cause open rebellion, On the 
evening of the 9th a mass meeting was held 
in Boynton’s hall at which, as reported in the 
Calgary papers, impassioned, pathetic, aryu- 
mentative, sympathetic, apologetic, depre- 
catory and defiant speeches were made by 
Messrs. Bleecker, Reilly, Murdoch, FitzCocli- 
rane, Davis, Scollen, Dyke, Hogg and Freeze 
condemning the judge and the sen- 
tence. The hat was passed jround to 
secure funds to appeal the case or senda 
deputation to Ottawa, The government was 
telegraphed to immediately give orders to 
the Mounted police to abstain from inter- 
fering with the municipal affairs of the town 
of Calgary, and the greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, It is possiblo that the sentences im- 
posed by judge Travis may have been too se- 
vere and it is possible they may not, but it is 
certain that a large number of the citizens of 
Calgary who should know better have been 
making consummate foels of themaelves in 
regard to this matter, 


Tug Lieutenant-Governor’s speech at the 
opening Of the 7th session of the North-West 
Council is a model—of its kind.

RIEL. 
The news that Louis Riel was hanged at 
Regina on Wednesday morning was a sur- 
prise to every one in this part of the territo- 


tories. Ever since his first respite it has been | 


taken for granted that his final reprieve was 
& mere matter of time. Now that he has avf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the law there is 
little to be said. While confessing toa feel- 
ing of revulsion at the life of any man—un- 
less marked as a brute by his crimes—being 
sacrificed, itis not easy to see how any re- 
sult other than that reached could be jus- 
tified. If treason-felony, or inciting to armed 
rebellion against constituted authority and 
consequent plunder and bloodshed,is a crime 
Riel certainly was guilty, and if it is right 
that it should be considered a capital crime 
his actions certainly rendered him liable to 
the extreme penalty. That inciting to plun- 
der and kill, though in the name of a cause, 
should be a capital offence cannot be denied. 
If it were not, any evil-minded person or 
number of persons might by assuming to sup- 
port some popular right shield themselves 
from the legitimate consequenees of the vil- 
est deeds. Armed rebellion,and the destruc- 
tion of property and life,and misery and loss 
consequent upon it, can only be justified by 
success, or partially justified by a reasonable 
probability of suecess. In no other case can 
any amount of oppression justify the unlaw- 
ful taking of human life, while there is any 
means of peaceable escape from that oppres- 
sion. When Riel placed himself at the head 
of the South Branch rising he accepted full 
responsibility in regard to it. In taking the 
position of leader and authorizing warlike 
operations he “practically said, ‘‘ Upon my 
head be the blood that is %shed.” Had he 
been successful his would have been the glo- 
ry, but unsuccessful there is no reason for 
complaint in that his has been the punish- 
ment, Had Riel himself felt the weight of 
the oppression, real or imaginary, against 
which he headed the South Branch rising he 
might have had the excuse of a man blinded 
hy injury to the consequences of his acts, 
But this was not hiscase. He had nothing 
whatever to do with the people of the South 
Branch or their troubles. He left his home 
in a foreign country for the express purpose 
of playing the part of an agitator among them 
for his own rather than their advantage, with 
dire results to them and to himself, as well 
as to hundreds of others who were innocent 
of any desire, will or power to injure his fol- 
‘owers or himself as long as they refrained 
from injuring others. Had such a man, com- 
mitting such a crime under such aggravated 
circumstances been allowed to escape the ex- 
treme penalty we could only expect a repe- 
tition of the offence at the first opportunity 
by any man whose ambition outran his re- 
spect for human life. 

It is to be regretted that a large portion of 
the population of one of the largest provinces 
of Canada have seen fit to chrmpion in un- 
measured terms the cause of the unfortun- 
ate man, not because he was not guilty of all 
that wascharged ayainst him but because 
they claim him as of their nationality. It is 
very doubtful if those who were loudest in 
their protestations of friendship for Riel were

NORTH-WEST COUNCIL. 
The North-West Council met for its seventh : 
session at 2 p.m. on November Sth, all the a & CAREY, 
thembers present. FP * 

The lieutenant-governor’s speech congratu- 
lated the members on the rapid advance- 
ment of the territories as evidenced by the 
increased popular representation, and apole 
gized for the representation not being larger, 
the difficulty of procuring figures being the 
reason ; which difficulty would be removed 
for the future by the census now being tak- 
en. Amendments to the school, municipal and 
prairie tires ordinances were promised, Spe- | 
Cial attention was called to the former as the 
most important with which the council would 
be called upon to deal. Several parts had | 
been found unworkable and would be amena- 
ed. A memorandum would be prepared to 
be submitted to the federal government ask- 
ing authority to expend the funds appropri- 
ated to school purposes in the North-West 
under the provisions of the ordinance, Since 
the passaye of tue ordinance 65 applieations 
had been made for the formation of school A 
districts in the territories, 64 for public and 
one for separate schools. Of these 30 Pro- 
testant and 8 Roman Catholic school districts 
had been proclaimed, representing a popula- 
tion 1,455 children of sehool aye of whoin 915 
were on school rolls. Besides these,12 schools 
with 201 pupils were receiving governmént 
aid. During the year the municipalities of 
Wolseley and Indian Head and the towns otf 
Calgary and Prince Albert were incorporated. 
Of new ordinances promised one is for regu- 
lating the procedure in the appeal of crimi- 
nal cases, and another to previde for the col- 
lection of vital statistics. The production of 
wheat for export by the territories is estimat- 
ed at 6,000,000 bushels. Fourteen agricultu- 
ral societics were formed during the year,but | poTTOM FIGURES, FOR CASH ONLY. 
circumstaices have provented the proposed 
thorough preparation for taking part in the 
Colonial and Indian exhibition to be held in 
London in May next. The best that can be 
done will be done, however, to make a good 
appearance at that exhibition, The revenne 
for the year is more than double that of last 
year, affording *‘additional evidence of the 
rapid development of the territories ” Regret 
is expressed that the distances at which 
members reside from the seat of government 
during recess is such as to prevent the lieu 
tenant-governor from consulting them in re- 
yard to the expenditure of funds, but the 
question of securing their advice will be dis- 
cussed. ‘The Indian rising isalluded to and 
the assertion made that the Indians could 
vive no reason for doing as they did, Indian 
“loyalty was apparent in the ratio in’ which 
they had advanced in civilization under thi 
teachings of good missionaries and able of- 
fielals.” A resolution of thanks to the mili 
tia engaged in the supression of the insurree- 
tion is proposed and of sveipathy with those 
who have suffered loss. The governor-gene- 
ral’s visit isalluded to as likely to be bene- 
ficial, Also those of the ministers of public 
works and of the interior, The C.P.R. is 
spoken of as the ereatest undertaking of 
modern times, Hope is expsessed that the 
lateness of the season at which the session is 
culled will not cause inconvenience.

Wy pemion it isin and by the act of the 

Varliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled © Ay, 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
anongst other thitgs in effect enacted, that 
the Supevintendent-General of Indian Affairs 
may, When he considers it in the public in 
terest to do so, prohibit. by publie notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in an\ 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person W hoatter such notice, without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to impri8onment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had: 

Now Know YE that J, the said Right Hono 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that cy- 
cry person who, after this notice, without 
ihe permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in any 
part thereof, any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge, willincur the penalties provided 
by the said act.
